70. (Previously Presented): The composition according to Claim 69, in which the 
film-forming polymer is selected from the group consisting of vinyl polymers, polyurethanes, 
polyesters, polyamides, polyureas, cellulose-based polymers, and mixtures thereof. 

(Previously Presented): The composition according to Claim 69, in which the 
film-forming polymer is present in a polymer solids content ranging from 0.1% to 60% by 
weight relative to the total weight of the composition.

• comprising a dyestuff. 

73 . (Previously Presented): The composition according to Claim 72, in which the 
dyestuff is selected from the group consisting of pigments, nacres, liposoluble dyes, water- 
soluble dyes, and mixtures thereof. 
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74. (Previously Presented): The composition according to Claim 72, in which the 
dyestuff is present in a content ranging from 0.01% to 30% by weight, relative to the total 
weight of the composition. 

75. (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 43, further 
comprising a cosmetic additive selected from the group consisting of antioxidants, fillers, 
preserving agents, fragrances, neutralize^ thickeners, surfactants, cosmetic active agents, 
dennatological active agents, plasticizers, coalescers, and mixtures thereof.
